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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 7 and 8 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on March 22, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Applicant does not have support for an electronic 
test object system, a maintenance management device, a configuration transmission 
device, and access device for accessing said test object, an audit device, and a display 
device as recited in the claims, in juxtaposition to the specification and the drawing 
figures. Applicant must particularly point out where original support is for such claim 
language.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. Claims 1-6, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Jones, US 5,832,458. 

Jones discloses an electronic audit system, e.g. Figs. 1-4, a communication 
device, e.g. 50, necessary information, e.g. retail sales transactions. Jones does not 
disclose the term electronic test object. However, Official Notice is taken that electronic 
test objects have been common knowledge in the art. To have provided such for Jones 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. The motivation would have 
been testing the audit system of Jones to implement the electronic audit system. 

7. A further pertinent reference of interest is noted on the attached PTO-892. 
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8. Applicant's three separate Information Disclosure Statements (IDS's) have been 
received. The other prior art non-patent literature from the IDS received November 21 , 
2002 has not been reviewed. It was not clear what documents Applicant referenced 
from the pages submitted.
